PEaSECUTlON OP NATURALIZED CITI-

t^vm of the Whi^ and JVatice American parties in the 
cities of Philadelphia and A'eio York. 
The whig, alias the federal party, have always 
jiaij an instinctive hatred of the naturalized cit- 
izen. They have embraced every occasion to de- 
iounce and persecute him. Out of this feeling of^ 
jjiitied grew up tlie alien and sedition laws, under i 
the reign of Jonn Adams. Federalism then, through 
^e'instrumentality of those laws, persecuted those j 
-BoBle-hearted Iri-^imen and Germans who sought an 
iiylum in this country from the oppressions of Eu- 
rope. Federalism then united with the despotic 
jtulera of the old world to crush the spirit of liberty 
%hich pervaded the breasts of those noble sons of 
grin, and of the land of De Kalb, who fled to this land 
{jf liberty and equal laws for protection. When the 
democratic party got into power, by the election of 
Jefferson to the presidency, those odious laws re- 
I stricting the liberty of the naturalized citizen were 
obliterated from the statute-books. They were all 
repealed. The federalists, however, did not give up 
their designs. Though the laws were repealed, the 
hatired of the Irishman and the German still rankled in 
their bosoms. They fell upon new expedients to carry 
out that design. They knew, so odious had become the 
name of federalism, that they could not give head and 
success to their persecutions under that cognomen ; 
they consequently changed their party name from 
tinie to time, almost periodically, to effect their ob- 
ject. The old monster federalism, finding herself 
detected whatever name she assumed, at last stole 
Mhe consecrated name of whig, and even decorated 
herself off in the habiliments of tlie democracy. That 
drees ill-becp.me her, however. The cloven foot of 
,the old harridan was soon detected. She now seeks, 
'under the name of "democratic whig," to enforce her 
malevolent designs agaiiyat the naturalized citizens. 
The hatred of them, which possessed her heart ih 
the infancy of this republic, has been nurtured there 
ever since, until it has grown to maturity, and as- 
sumed a most venomous character. So impatient 
are that party to enforce their proscription of the 
„^rmans and Irish, that they conrmence it befor,e 
even they reach the gaol of power long sought by 
them. They beat the honest Germans from the 
polls for exercising the rights of franchise guarantied 
to them by the laws and the constitution. Witness 
their butchery of the Germans in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. The place, where the polls were held in that 
city presented more the aspect of a slaughter-yard — 
some forty Grermans having been mangled and mur^ 
dered with bludgeons — than the place where freemen 
resort, under the law, to give force to their opinions 
tlirough the ballot-box. Instance the murder in 
Baltimore of a German by a Clay Glee Club. This 
act was done almost by the light of day, in the pub- 
lic streets. Read the account givea. of it in the 
Republican of that city :

The party, alter committing 
this horrible murdijr, crossed over to the opposite side of 
the street, where they furiously assailed Michael Baum,. 
who was much beaten ; rJ«o Williom Swallingburg, who, 
besides bein^ beaten, wa shot in the hip with a pistol ball ■, . 
and William Tatinghas, who was so much beaten that it is i 
supposed be will die during the day. Ihe party then pio-- 
ccedcd further down Lancaster street, where another pci^ 
son (a carpenter, whose name we did not learn) was assail, 
ed and beaten at his own door, because he was known>' 
to be a democrat. A sailor, named James Buck, was alto* 
dreadfully beaten by the same party. Henry Kabnnesnaa,. . 
Thames street; two doors from Caroline, also much beaten. 
These fiends in human form, we understand, before these- - 
horrible outrages were perpetrated, grossly insulted some- 
of our most respectable democratic citizens, bv. stopping la. , 
front of their dwellings, giving forth their hideous gioans. 
Ladies, too, whose husbands were absent, were most wan- 
tonly insulted by demoniac yells. 

We hope that all the necessary measures will be token to « 
bring these desperate villains to Justice. Where were the^ 
oncers of the law during these proceedings? Where?' 
We have heard that a watchman wns called upon, who re- 
fused to give his aid in rescuing those who Were attacked. 
We have seen the bludgeons with which the murders were 
no doubt committed ; no one but a desperado would carry- 
such. 

The young man Krager, who was mvrdered, bore an ex-- 
cellent character, and was very quiet and inoffensive in hit; 
manners. 

' Since writing the above, we have been informed that 
James Buck, sailor, is dead. 

The democracy turned out en masse to honor the- 
dead, by attending the remiains to the grave the next: 
day. But need we write any further to show that' 
the whigs hate, persecute, and even murder the- 
naturalized citizen? Below you will read further 
evidence of it. The whigs have denied, until they 
find that denial will not further serve them, that :

Witness ths amalgamation in Philadelphia between, 
these parties. In the Idle contest iu Philadelphia 
for Governor, members of Congress, and State 
Legislature, the whigs mad^ an agreement with the • 
natives. These were the conditions of the bond. 
That the whigs, on their part, iVereito vote for Levin, 
the editor of the native Americain paper, and one of ' 
the leadens of the recent dreadful and sanguinary 
mob in that eity, (where so many (Senrnans and' 
Irish were raurdei:ed,J and two qther native candi- • 
dates for Congress, ana the native candidates for the ' 
State Legislature and mayor of the citjr; and the . 
"natives," on their part, were to vote for Markle, 
the whig candidate for Governor. The natives- ' 
conipliea with their agreement. The consequence . 
wasj that Marjtle, the whig candidate for governor, , 
received six thousand majority in die county and 
city of Philadelphia, whtre the .demiocrats should* . 
have received one thousand majority. The whigS' . 
complied with their bar^n thus far, They elected ' 
Levih and another pative candidate to Congress, , 
and failed in the thurd one. The dembcrata \(rOTf' ^ 
too strong in the county for whigsi . and natives t(>~ ^ 
gether, and re-eie<ited Mr. C. J. Iiigersbll. Tli» ' 
-whiga cheated the natives out of the raay6r, how-^ ' 
ever. They were afraid to give the native party-' 
(who they say conducted the Wte mob) possession 
of th j power and patronage of thftt great city. Thejr: 
openly say that they coiild 'ftrust Levin in' the hdlls ; 
of Congress, although he has indicted by tb» 
grand jury as the prime imoVet' of the mob 5'* yet ' 
they could not think of giving, up the city <o his ' 
party.

: In New York, too, at the last mayor's electi6»j 
the whigs and natives voted togeithei. The whig' 



■ party there had always voted 21,009; but in that 
«}e0Mon, their candidate for mayor received only 
5,000 votes, the other 16,000 having voted, according 
"to agreement, for the native c".ndidate for mayor: 
they also elected a majority of the natives to the 
board of council. The natives have possession of 

• all the patronage of that city. They have proscribed 
every naturalized citizen from office, and put in office 
nope but wbigs and natives. The democratic vote 
in that election was as large as usual. 

The New York papers of October 16 inform the 
people of the Union that the whigs and native 
Americans have formed another amalgamation ; by 
which the whig^ are to vote for the native candi- 
dates for Congress, on condition that the natives will 
vote foi* Mr. Fillmore, the whig candidate for Gov- 

• ernbr, and for Henry Clay for the presidency. The 
whigs are now exulting over this amalgamation 
But in this the union democracy see the seeds of 
death to the whig oarty. The democracy will succeed 
in that State, as xhey have succeeded in Pennsylva- 
nia. Shunk, the democratic candidate for Gover- 
nor, was elected by more than 5,000 majority, 
Polk's majority in that State will be 10,000 at least,

ide period of probation before n. fomigper was per- 
pilted to become a citizen, was 5 year&*^. As soon 
4ith8 federal parly under John Adairs came into 
power, the time was extended to;i4 years. When 
tie democratic party came into power under Mr. 
J(&raon, the time was again restored to 5 years, on 
he recommendation of Mr. Jefferson. Again, diii - 
ineibe administration of Mr. Adams, the justlj' 
odious alien law was passed, by which the liberty 
ofeTery foreigner was placed in the hands of John 
idams, who was authorized at his mere will to scud 
them out of the country, imprison them, or require 
ioais for their appearance. Mr. Jefferson and Mr. 
y«iison were indefatigable in their efforts for tlie 
upeal of this law. They prepared resolutions for 
lie legislature of Kentucky and Virginia, denoun- 
<ii)g the law, which were adopted by those States. 
Inniimerable petitions were presented to Congress 
for its repeal, but the federal majority refused. Sd 
determined were they on this point, that they w.ould 
not even allow speakers to be heard in favor of the 
repeal, but coughed, or talked them down. The 
jreat political revolution of 1800, which overthrew 
the federal party, and gave the power to the de- 
BWaicy, put an end to this proscriptive federal 
measure. But these were not all of the acts of the

A large number of the Irish State prison-^- This sume Rufus King is now one of the editor* 
ersjhadmade arrangeslients to come to America, of the Evening Journal, 
ba^ Mr. King refused assent. Thus Emmet, Nevin, 
and Sampson, and a host of others, were, for a time, 
prohiljited from fleeing from the persecution of Eng- 
Bnd,;while others from that interference were con- 
signed to an ignominious death. We have before 
u the proceedings of a federal meeting held many 
years ago in Albany, in which the conduct of Rufus 
Eng on this subject was applauded, and Mr. Em- 
met and the Hibernian Society of New York bit- 
toly denounced, because they would not unite in 
the support of one inimical to them. Among tlie 
actors m this meeting were some of the present 
ThigS. And we have likewise before us the pro- 
eee^gs of a demo(»atic meeting held at the same 

S lace and on the same subject, in which the con- 
uctof this same Rufus King is severely denounced, 
and that of Mr. Epimet ana the Hibernian Society 
of Jfew York approved. Again, the Hartford con- 
Tention proposed, as the result of their delibera- 
tions,: among other things, an amendment to the 
constitution, that no naturalized citizen should be 
■capable of holding any civil office under the author- 
ity of , the United States. By the influence of fede- 
ralists the provision in the constitution of this State 
restricting the office of governor to native-born citi- 
s^nswas retained; But coming down to a time 
withiffthe recollection of all, what do we see? The 
same course on the part of the whigs and democrats. 
Persecution of them by the fornier, and defence of 
ttera. by the latter. In February, 1840, John T ' 
Stuart, the federal member from Illinois, presente 
pautions in Congress for the total repeal of all nat 
raUzation laws. Innumerable peititione of the sanib 
character were presented at the same time, but it is 
asserted that in every instance they emanated from 
whig soiiircts. ' • ■ 

C^i.thtJ 6th of May, 1840, the Baltimore demo- 
■cratic convention pass&d the following resolution: 

^'jffesoZoecf; That the liberal principles embodied by 
Jefferadh ia the declaration of independehce, and 
sanctioned by the constitution, which makes ours 
*he land of liberty arid the asylum of the oppressed 



Tlifc Courier and Enquirer (odiied by Webb, who 
rebaptized the federal party and gave it the Kame of 
whig) says: 

"We can discover no security against the threat- 
ened danger but in the repeal of the natuiiali- 
ZATiON LAWS. * * Let our native Ameri- 
can population meet in their respective wardn, and 
resolve lliat they will not support for any office whatever 
a candidate who does not pferfgfc hhnselfto use all hmior- 
rti;c- means to insure an vnmediate repeal of our nolu- 
ralizativn iaii'S." 

Mayor Clark, the whig chief magistrate of New 
York, used the following language in a message to 
the common council of that city: 

"I deem it my duty to inform the common coun- 
cil that it is my intention hereafter, to require and 
demand ten dollars a head on "each e?nigran{ who 
lamls on our s/io^res." 
Again: 

"Our naturalization laws shoutd be imi,iediately re 
pealed, and tlie term to qualify them to vole or hold of 
fice, simdd require a residence (f 25 yeors iw owr coh;*- 

" The native AmiricanwUg associcdion in the city of 
JVcip F(urA;" addressed the people of the State, from 
which we take the following extract: 

/ " iVe solemnly resolve (o oppose the election or appoint- 
mtnl of any but .American ciliesns to office, and henct- 
forward use our united efforts and unsparing zeal to 
procure such alteration in Ike naturalization laws as 
shall exclude from, the right of suffrage all for- 
eigners WUO COME INTO OUR COUNTRY." 

A pctilior. was got up at the same time, asking for 
the entire repeal oj all naturalization laws, and every 
signer without exception was a whig, 
i Such too were the character of the petitions last 
winter presented by Mr. Archer and Mr. Adams. 
Mr. Archer, in presenting the petition, said^ "V/hen ■ 
that party (the Whigs) should come into ; power 
which wovdd give effect to. views of sound policy, I
